Animals Termed First 
Conservationists of State 


he beavers and squirrels were 
the original “conservationists” of 
Michigan, a University of Michi- 


cent ‘publication. 

r. William H. Burt, associate 
irdtasear of zoology and. curator of 
mammals in the University’ Mus- 
eum of Zoology, is the author of 
“The Mammals of . Michigan”, a 
volume just released by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Press, 

“Small mammals have a. pro- 
found effect on soils and vegeta- 
tion,” Dr. Burt explains. “Bur- 
rowing animals.are nature's tillers 
of the soil, continually !bringing 

uUbsoil- to the surface-and-opening 

subterranean passages through 
which air and watter can pene- 
trate.” 

‘The squirrel’s habit of planting 
acorns and nuts, many of which 
he never finds again, spreads trees 
over new terrain. The beaver’s 
dams kept the water table high 
and made possible the accumula-- 
tion of debris and eroded soil be- 
hind the dams. - Over a period of 
years, Dr. Burt writes, meadows 
were formed where there would 


-Thave been .a continuous forest to 


the stream’s edge had it not been 
for the beavers. The meadows 
made _a feeding ground for deer 
and elk.

However, many doc- 
tors prefer to givé nature a chance, 
with preliminary bed rest, to heal 
hades before artificial aids are 
‘ied.
